F ou r m en kep t tig ht 
hold of him w hen he arriv ed here and 
y et ev ery once in a w hile he w ou ld 
stru g g lo 
v iolently 
and 
by standers 
wou ld hav e to be smnm&ned to the aid 
of the officers. 
N orthern is a larg e, 
activ e m an, one w ho cou ld easily take 
care of him self, and has p rem atu rely 
g ray hair. 
H is ey es hav e a m ad 
sp arkle in them w hich is not good to 
look u p on. 
In ev ery w ay he was the 
op p osite of T errell. 
N orthern wou ld 
now and then m ake a break to g et 
aw ay from the 
officers, 
who were 
closely 
g u arding 
him 
a rd w ou ld 
stru g g le w ith su p erhu m an streng th, 
bu t a t last was bu ndled into a cab and 
taken to the hosp ital. 
The officers, 
Messrs. R edm an, 
Price, 
K ing and 
O ’Neal, are all largo m en, b u t they 
had a tu ssel in the jou rney . N orthern 
w ou ld be su ddenly attacked w ith a 
sp asm of fight in the car and the fou r 
m en w ou ld hav e to sit on him and hold 
him tig ht u ntil the fit p assed ov er, 
w hen N orthern w ou ld become fairly 
q u iet ag ain. 
The clothes of the offi­ 
cers w ere all aw ry and torn and their 
ap p earance testified to the fig ht that 
they had had to keep control of their 
g iant p atient. 
A t R u sliv ille, eig ht 
men were called in to g et the hand­ 
cu ffs on the insane m an and the sher­ 
iff was inju red. 
N orthern a few day s 
ago b it the sheriff 011 the hand . 
An 
anaesthetic w as adm inistered to him . 
The officers say they hav e nev er be­ 
fore had su ch a hard fight w ith an in­ 
sane m an.

N orthern was w ithou t dou bt tho ha rd ­ 
est m an to handle tha t w as ev er in the 
R u shv ille jail. 
W hile in the cab 
011 the way to E ast

discom fort, ow ing to the fact tha t all 
fou r kep t tig ht hold of the m an in 
su ch a w ay tha t he was hardly able to 
mov e anv p ortion of his body .

ECRETARY TAFT in a report on the Philippines 
prov es that we need in the islands Americans who 
shall not go there merely to make money or for short 
terms, but y oung men who IN T E N D M AKING A 
LIFE WORK OF GOVERNM ENT BUSINESS. 
It is a splendid career, calculated to stimulate the ambition of our 
students, prov ided we giv e these y oung men A CHANCE FOR 
PROMOTION and a reasonable certainty that they will not be 
dismissed ex cepting for business reasons. 
Last y ear more than twenty Americans in the Philippines were 
conv icted of embezzlement and sent to jail. 
These all were dis­ 
bursing officers and there probably were others who were not caught. 
If the gov ernment held out fair inducements to the y oung men of 
our colleges such as are offered to the graduates of West Point and 
Annapolis I am certain public sentiment and congress ultimately 
would giv e us a public serv ice CLEAN A N D HONORABLE as is 
that of England. 
Our administration in the Philippine Islands is today the most 
ex pensiv e imaginable for the mere reason that generally incompetent 
men accept office under present conditions, whereas under a sy stem 
similar to that of our military schools we may ex pect a high standard.

Rising Sun. Ind., May 17 .—The Gil­ 
lespie murder trial continues to at­ 
tract much attention, the courtroom 
being continually crowded. 
The state 
is still presenting ev idence. .Among 
the witnesses was Mrs. Ella J ones, 
who testified that she *£ w My ron Bar­ 
bour and Mrs. Barbour in the rear of 
the Barbour home after the shooting. 
Mrs. J ones said she heard Mrs. Bar­ 
bour say : 
‘‘My ron, y ou know nothing 
about this, do y ou? ” My ron replied: 
“ No, I don’t” 
Edith 
Buchanan, 
a 
professional 
nurse and intimate friend of Elizabeth 
Gillespie, testified that she was pre­ 
paring to go to church when she heard 
of the shooting. 
She went to the Gil­ 
lespie home at once 
and remained 
there until after funeral. She said she 
nev er saw any of the defendants at 
the home. 
Adeline Griswold, a member of the 
literary club of which Elizabeth Gil­ 
lespie was a member, said she v isited 
the 
Gillespie 
home frequently , 
but 
nev er saw J ames Gillespie nor the Bar­ 
bours there, 
but met Mrs. Seward 
there sev eral times. 
Mrs. Mary Hewitt, formerly a do­ 
mestic for Mrs. Barbour, testified that 
one day sev eral y ears ago she heard 
Elizabeth 
Gillespie 
scream 
in 
her 
home. 
The witness said: 
‘‘I ran into 
the y ard and saw Liszie ly ing in the 
y ard on her back. 
J ames was about 
ten feet away . 
Elizabeth’s dress was 
torn and her arm bruised. 
J ames 
said: 
‘Go away and let her be. 
She 
will 
get 
up 
herself 
when 
she 
is 
ready .* ** 
Charles Ludwig, a newspaper re­ 
porter, testified that Mrs. Barbour said 
to him that the character of Elizabeth 
was not good and added that “ Miss 
Gillespie is a dev il.*’ 
Ludwig said he talked with J ames 
Gillespie, and when he asked how Eliz­ 
abeth was, J ames said: 
“ 1 don’t know 
and don’t care to know.” 
Rev . J ohn Henry of Kirklin, Ind., 
former 
pastor of the 
Presby terian 
church here, testified that he talked to 
J ames about the relations between 
him self and his mother and Elizabeth. 
He said he was requested by Mrs. Gil­ 
lespie to see J ames and ask him to 
call 
ol his mother. 
Rev . Henry said 
J ames replied: 
“ She knows where I 
liv e. 
I don’t care to go there any 
more. 
I liv ed in hell long enough.** 
County Auditor J ames Carson testi­ 
fied that he heard My ron Barbour say 
to Earl Seward on the night of the 
shooting: 
“ He should not hav e shot, 
for his poor old mother's sake.” 
The 
indications now are that the case will 
go to the J ury nex t Saturday . 
J ames Gillespie attempted to assault 
Sheriff Rump at the trial after court 
adjourned 
last 
ev ening. 
Gillespie 
claimed that Rump's testimony was 
untrue, and inv ited him into the cell 
to fight. 
Sheriff Rump reported the 
matter to J udge Downey , and it is said 
that the prisoner will hereafter be 
handcuffed on his way from and to the 
courtroom. 


DURBIN WA9 THREATENED 


Excitable Negro Creates a Sensation 


During Governor’« Address. 


Chicago, May 17 .—A man supposed 
to be insane interrupted the address 
of Gov ernor Durbin of Indiana at the 
African M. E. conference last night 
and 
threatened 
the 
gov ernor 
with 
death because he “ had disputed the 
word of Father Abraham.” 
During the gov ernor’s address the 
man had been pressing forward grad­ 
ually , and, J ust before the speaker 
conoluded, he had reached a point al­ 
most in front of the rostrum. 
Sud­ 
denly he started toward the gov ernor, 
shaking his finger at him and ex claim­ 
ing: 
“ Any man who dares to dispute 
the word of ‘Father Abraham,’ the 
father of the nation, I will kill him.” 
Before he could reach the rostrum 
he was seized by sev eral of the ushers 
and rushed through a side door Into 
the street. After being pushed through 
the door the man ran off and disap­ 
peared. 
The ushers threw him out so 
quicker tha. it was not learned wheth­ 
er or not the man was armed. 
Gov ernor Durbin paid no attention 
to the man, and until he had concluded 
his remarks, was not aware that the 
threats had been directed at him.

Cortely ou, secretary of the dep artm ent 
of commerce and labor, it seems very 
likely now, may be selected as chair­ 
man of the Rep ublican national com­ 
mittee. 
While in no sense endeavor­ 
ing to anticip ate the action of the 
Chicago convention, or that of the na­ 
tional committee to be chosen at that 
convention. President Roosevelt and 
leaders of the Rep ublican p arty gener­ 
ally have canvassed for months the 
subject of the national chairmanship .

tary Sims say s that the delegates to 
the national convention will p robably 
be called together the latter p art of 
this month to make arrangem ents for 
the trip to Chicago.

Getting McDonald Jury. 


Bedford, Ind., May 17 .—The indica­ 
tions are that two or three day s will 
be taken up with getting a jury to hear 
the McDonald case. 
It has been so 
generally discussed that both sides 
are somewhat doubtful if twelve men 
can be found in less than two or three 
day s who have not formed or exp ressed 
an op inion. The regular venire of jur­ 
ors has been sup p lemented by a sp e­ 
cial venire of ninety -eight men, who 
will be the first examined.

ing. 
Taggart and most of his asso­ 
ciates have left town temp orarily and 
for the time being at least there is 
very little activity on the state p olit­ 
ical stage. 


The Rep ublican county ticket will be 
nominated here tomorrow- afternoon, 
and from all indications the conven­ 
tion will be a very tam e affair. 
There 
have been some my sterious doings 
among the Rep ublicans here during 
the last ten day s—namely , the unex­ 
p ected withdrawal of a num ber of 
p rom inent 
candidates. 
The 
excuse 
they have offered is th at they found 
the camp aign too exp ensive, but it is 
being p ointed out as significant that 
they did not consider the exp ense until 
the eleventh hour. 
To many p oliti­ 
cians who are not on the inside it 
looks as if those who are on the inside 
may have brought some p ressure to 
bear to get men out of the race who 
aro op p osed to their favorites.

Charles Remy , rep orter of the su­ 
p reme and ap p ellate courts, is rather 
amused at a story p rinted in a local 
p ap er that he has been selected to 
manage the camp aign of Congressman 
C. B. Landis for the United States 
senate. 
“I don’t know whether or not 
Landis is a candidate,” said Remy , dis­ 
cussing the matter. 
“He has never 
talked to me and naturally I don’t 
know what he Is going to do. 
The 
story about me managing his cam ­ 
p aign 
is 
very 
absurd. 
I 
haven’t 
p ledged my self to any one but Senator 
Beveridge. 
May be there won’t be but 
one senator to elect, as Senator Fair­ 
banks may not be nominated for vice 
p resident.” 
Remy has been very suc­ 
cessful looking after the camp aigns of 
a number of men besides himself, and 
his services are sought for, but he is 
not in on the Landis camp aign. 


There may be an interesting rump us 
among the Democrats of the Twelfth 
district as an almost direct result of 
the defeat of th® H earst forces in the 
recent state convention. The Twelfth, 
as generally known, 
was a strong 
H earst district. 
Most of the p arty 
leaders lined up with the editor candi­ 
date excep t Congressman Jim Robin­ 
son. 
Before coming home it is said 
that h® declared vociferously for Judge 
Parker. 
His m istake was that he did 
not learn the sentim ent in his own dis­ 
trict before he sp oke, for some of the 
H earst leaders are 
now talking of 
“skinning him ” for the nomination. 
It 
is hard to see how he is going to land 
as easily as he did two y ears ago. 
There is talk of bringing out Henry 
Collerick and Judge Hench of Fort 
W ay ne, and some other p rominent 
men ar® talked of.

Sp ringfield, 111., May 17 .—W ith it« 
deadlock unbroken and 
with little 
p rosp ect of a comp romise which will 
deliver the situation, the Illinois Re­

through its fourth day of battling for 
a candidate for governor. 
At 6:30 
o’clock last evening the convention 
took a recess until 10 o'clock this 
morning. The recess followed the 29 th 
roll-call, the result of which showed 
each candidate with ap p roximately the 
same strength he had when he entered 
the convention. 
The last ballot taken y esterday gave 
the following results: 
Yates, 48 1 440- 
7 7 0; Lowden, 404 335-7 7 0; Deneen, 38 2 
545-7 7 0; Hamlin, 115 440-7 7 0; W arner. 
37 440-7 7 0; 
Sherman, 
56 440-7 7 0; 
Pierce, 22 440-7 7 0. 
The convention’s p roceedings were 
comp artively tam e y esterday , and at 
only one time during the session was 
there any great demonstration. 
This 
occurred when a glee club was invited 
to the p latform to sing. 
“Uncle Joe” 
Cannon asked the audience to Join in 
the chorus and led it himself, taking a 
commanding p osition on the p latform 
and beating tim e with his gavel re­ 
versed for a baton. 
He looked like a 
dignified old-time singing m aster at a 
country schoolhouse as he gracefully 
sway ed his body in unison with the 
music and described the beats of the 
insp iring tune with his imp rovised 
baton. 
The great audience, with this 
Insp iration before it, sang with a will 
and when the echoes of the chorus 
of “Illinois” died away a wave of wild 
enthusiasm swep t over the immense 
hall. 
The attendance showed no diminu­ 
tion In the interest attaching to the 
convention. There was a steady down­ 
p our of cold rain all day and the hall 
was closo and disagreeable, but the 
building was p acked with p eop le who 
sat through the monotonous roll-call« 
without the least sign of imp atience. 
The tension was high and the nervous 
anxiety with which the crowd watched 
for the long-threatened break had a 
quieting effect up on the gathering. 
Order was m aintained with com p ara­ 
tive ease. 
A num ber of conferences are in 
p rogress today . 
One of them, brought 
about by the federal Influence In the 
convention is attem p ting to select an 
outside candidate, and the names of 
W alter Reeves, ex-Governor Fifer and 
several others have been mentioned. 
The federal influences attem p ted to 
have their men agree up on Congress­ 
man W arner, but they could not get 
enough votes, and the threat of Ham ­ 
lin and Gherman to nominate Yates in 
the event that W arner became a for­ 
midable candidate, deterred them. The 
Yates p eop le are claiming that Sena­ 
tor Cullom Is exerting his influence 
with p ostm asters in various p arts of 
the state to get votes away from Yates.

The Yates and Deneen p eop le are In 
conference for the p urp ose of strength­ 
ening their recent alliance, which is 
designed to p revent the federal influ­ 
ences from stam p eding the convention. 
The failure of any of the Hop kins coun­ 
ties to break from Yates indicates that 
Senator Hop kins has decided to stay 
with Yates in the struggle, although 
the Lowden men still Insist that they 
will get Hop kins as soon as the lat­ 
te r’« votes will be sufficient to settle 
the contest.
